“dward Island and from two to six 
in the province of New Brunswick. 
It is admitted on all hands that the 
Liberals made a phenomenal sweep 
last time in New Brunswick when 
they secured eleven out of thirteen 
seas. ‘ 

The last elections gave the Laur- 
‘ers government a majority — of 
righteen outside of the two big prov- 
‘neces. of Ontario and Quebee. In 
“‘yuebee the government had a major- 
‘ty. of forty-three and in Ontario 
che Conservatives had a = majority 
of twelve. The Liberals therefore 
had a net majority in the two big 
provinces of thirty-one which added 
to thefr majority in the other prov- 
inces of the Dominion, gave them 
sontrol of the house by forty-nine 
votes. Since the election the Oppos- 
ition have gained at byc-elections and 
the government majority at the time 
of dissolution was only forty-five. 

If the Conservatives are correct 
in their expectations they will divide 
the country outside of Ontario and 
Quebee. The question will then be 
fairly presented ; can the Conserva- 
tives carry Ontario by a majority 
large enough to overcome the Liber- 
al majoricy in Quebec? 

At this writing it is very hard to 
tell how the clections in Quebec may 
result. Judge Doherty, ex-M.P. for 
St. Annes, Montreal, and other level- 
headed men, freely predict that the 
Liberals will not have a majority of 
more than five in the province over 
the combined Conservatives and Na- 
tionalists. Supporters of the gov- 
ernment on the contrary maintain 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier will carry 
at least forty-three seats. This 
would give’ the prime minister a maj- 
ority in Quebec of twenty-one over 
the Conservatives and Nationalists 
combined. As has been before noted 
cool-headed men capable of judging 
put the government majority in Que- 
bec as low as five. There are many 
eddies and currents in that province 
diffieult for outsiders to understand, 
and local factors will no doubt en- 
ter in:o many contests. 

But in any event Mr. Borden's 
majority, if it is to be a decisive 
ove, must come from the province of 
Ontario. The Conservatives hope and 
believe, not without reason, that 
they will carry seventy seats, thus 
giving Mr. Borden in this province 
alone a majority of fifty-four. To do 
this they must hold the seats they 
already have and carry twenty seats 
now held by Liberal members. This 
might at first look like a large or- 
der, but apart from the ground- 
swell of anti-reeiprocity sentiment 
which threatens to cngulf the gov- 
ernment, it must be remembered 
that many Liberal members of the 
last house got in by a scratch and 
others now standing for re-election 
are unmistakably whipped before the 
fight opens. 

Beginning at the cast, no Liberal 
here disputes but that the Conserva- 
tives will redeem che two ridings of 
Stormont and Glengarry. They have 
been practically if not officially sur- 
rendered by the government. In 
Brockville the defeat of Hon. George 
P. Graham seems assured. He got 
through last time with 144 majority, 
all furnished from the city of Brock- 
ville, where he is now being bitterly 
opposed by the manufacturers and 
the workmen, the Grand Trunk 
strikers and the victims of the Far- 
mers’ Bank. In Kingston the defeat 
of Hon. Wm. Harty, should he run 
again, and still more certainly the 
defeat of any other Liberal who may 
supplant him is regarded as certain.

Canada expor:ed in the fiscal year 
1109-10 agricultural products valued 
at $144,°59,000. Of this amount 
$53,926,000 was for animals and 
their products, and $90,433,000 for 
field products. 

The United States exported during 
the last fiscal year meat and dairy 
products valued at $150,000,000, an 
increase of $19,000, 00 over 1910, 
food animals, which, by the way, 
were exported largely to Canada, 
$13,010,000, flour, $50,000,000. There 
was a slight decline in wheat ex- 
ports, due to unfavorable crop con- 
ditions, but there was an increase in 
ae exports amounting to $10,000,- 

From these figures Canadians may 
obtain an accurate conception of the 
“larger market’’ which is being 
painted in such vivid colors by advo- 
cates of reciprocity. The United 
Sta:cs is a heavy exporter of every- 
thing the Canadian farmer has to 
export. With the development of in- 
tensive farming on the other side of 
the line the outpuc of agricultural 
products is certain to increase at a 
rapid rate. 

Where are these enormous quanti- 
ties of farm products to find a mar- 
ket? Will they not choose the most 
accessible one, which, under reciproc- 
ity, would be the Dominion of Can- 
ada? 

The figures above: quoted furnish an 
answer to another argument advanc- 
ed by advocates of reciprocity, nam- 
ely, that the British market will 
soon be unable to consume Canada’s 
wheat output and that when that 
vime comes we shall have need of 
the United States market. The Unit- 
ed States last year exported flour 
valued at $50,000,000 It is quite 
obvious that a country which is 
sending abroad that quantity of 
flour will not be importing wheat for 
its own consumption for many years 
to come.

“Morning Post” Says Reciprocity 

Must Be Defeated to Keep Dom- 

inion in Empire. 

London, Aug. 28.—The Morning 
Post, editorially commenting on tho 
Canadian elections, says that if the 
Dominion chooses to remain within 
the empire she retains complete 
autonomy in her own sphere, with 
the guarantce of an imperial arm 
against foreign aggression. 

If, on the other hand, she chooses 
to enter into a new partnership with 
the United States, she loses her, free- 
dom, for she enters into the very 
body of an alien economic system 
and draws around her as an inevit- 
able consequence a new set of pol- 
itical ties which must become 
stronger as the years go by, until it 
will be beyond the power of Cana- 
da to disengage herself, ‘and the 
economic satellite becomes the pol- 
itical satellite—.hat is the natural 
law. 

“We frankly avow it,’’ continues 
tne Post, ‘‘to be against Britsh in- 
terests that reciprocity should win 
in these elections, because it detach- 
es Canada from the imperial system 
and strikes a heavy blow to recip- 
rocal trade within the empire.

DR. CLARK HAS NEGLECTED 
HIS DUTY. 


Dr. Michael Clark has received a 
lot of ecnsure for his glaring neglect. 
of this constituency during the time 
he ‘has represented it. Oratory is all 
right in its way, but it will not 
build postoftiees, armories, rifle 
ranges, public buildings, etc., espec- 
ially the free trade, Cobden club 
style of oratory for which he is 
noted. The censure is well merited. 
He has sat in the House of Commons 
and seen Nova Sco:fa and New 
Brunswick surfeited with millions of 
dollars’ worth of public works to 
which they were not entitled, while 
his own constituency received not a 
dollar. Lacombe, Innisfail, Olds and 
Red Deer should all have _ received 
public buildings if he had done his 
duty. 

Some prudish people concend we 
are not entitled to such things, and 
that they are a species of graft. We 
have no sympathy with such conten- 
tion. Every man, woman and _ child 
pays his or her share into the public 
treasury. One cannot exist without 
contributing towards the upkcep of 
tho country. Everything one wears 
or eats is taxed, and everybody pays 
his share. We are therefore entitled 
to our part as a great pioneer town. 
Dr. Clark has been glaringly remiss 
in this respect, and is not entitled 
to the votes of the electors. 

We have time and again drawn 
attention to the fact that an armory 
was badly needed at Red Deer, and 
the town was so anxious to assist 
that they offered lots for this purpose.

GRIT PAPERS SAY PRICE OF 
HORSES ARE TOO HIGH. 


This is the way one Liberal paper, 
the Strathcona Plaindealer, talks to 
farmers who are raising horses. This 
paper acknowledges the price of 
horses will drop like a* thunderbolt. 
Every farmer raising or owning 
horses will lose fifty dollars per 
head the moment the pact comes in 
force. Grit papers ask farmers to 
vote for reciprocity and better pric- 
es, but when you show them that 
prices will drop, they laugh in your 
face and tell you prices are too high 
and they ought to take a_ tumble. 
Here is what the paper says: 

“Mr. Michener laments the drop in 
the prices of horses which he fears 
would follow the enactment of reci- 
procity. For mercy sake, would he 
not sanction a project that would 
deliver this country from the famine 
prices which now prevail for horses? 
The whole business of the west, 
both rural and city, is crippled by 
reason of the scarcity of horses and 
the high prices. Alberta stockmen 
cannot or will not raise the number 
of horses that are required to keep 
pace with the development of this 
country. One of the best local 
arguments we know for reciprocity 
is to enable the free entry of horses 
and mules into this country to as- 
sist in its development.’’

MR. POWNE'S STATEMENT, 

James Bower said he did not be- 
lieve Arthur Powne’s statement that 
farmers’ expenditures have only in- 
creased 14 per cent. while the goods 
he sells have increased 35 per cent., 
but it is true nevertheless. 

The dominion government reports 
show that in 1909 prices received by 
the farmer had risen over those of 
the ten year’s before 1-99, like this : 

Grain and fodder, including 13 sel- 
ected standard commodities, 49.9 
per cent, 

Cattle and cattle products, hogs 
and hog products, sheep and sheep 
products, fowl and turkeys, 49.6 per 
cent. 

Dairy products, 33 per cent. 

And that the price of goods the far- 
mer has to buy has not risen to an 
equal extent, as this list shows: 

Woollen goods, 33.3 per cent. 

Cotton goods, 25 per cent. 

Boots and shoes, 25 per cent. 

Metal and implements, 2.4 per 
per cent. 

Imported goods—decrease, 4d er 
cent. 

The staple lines which represent 
over 90 per cent. of the farmer's ex- 
penditure have only increased 14.3 
per cent., while the goods he sells 
have increased 35.7 per cent. 

Agriculture is the basic industry of 
Canada. If its prosperity grows in 
greater ratio than that of other 
industries, it is in the doubly happy 
position of flourishing itself and cn- 
abling others to flourish. 

This has happened with a home 
market that is nothing like as hig 
as it will be. Canada has only really 
begun her manufacturing career, if 
she is permitted to retain her fiseal 
independence. 


CO-OPERATION IN PUBLICITY. 


Members of the Board of Trade 
will be interested in learning that 
the advantages of co-operation in 
publicity have been recognised and 
that a Development League, foymed 
along the same lines as the Central 
Alberta Development League, has 
been formed in Washington. 

The Washington Development Leag- 
ue, with headquarcers in Seattle, will 
advertise the advantages of the state 
in, general, and will forward to each 
individual Board of Trade the names 
of all inquiries which result from 
such advertising. 

In addition they will send out 
literature dealing in a broad way 
wich Washington's opportunities and 
resources. ‘‘Thus fs eliminated the 
first cost of placing individual com- 
munities in touch with prospective 
settlers, a cost. which, under the 
most economically planned system 
of advertising, is always a_ costly 
one, and the local commercial organ- 
ization is left free to devote all its 
means and energies to wha: is gen-

The Folly of Living High on the Goose 
' That Laid the Golden Eggs— 
Might Lose All 

“When a man has learned to walk 
and has trusted his legs for a couple 
of score years, it is no time for him 
to be experimentin’ with fancy 
crutches or flyin’ machines.” 

Farmer Jones, in homely but practl- 
cal style, thus went on record as to 
the course his country, Canada, should 
pursue. He remembered the hard- 
ships of pioneer days when there was 
no railroad or town at his door, and 
when there was no such modern con- 

s as the telephone. 
Serie onee day,” said Farmer Jones, 
“] looked over an old newspaper con- 
tainin’ the Toronto markets for July, 
1880. What did I see? Butter, 15 
cents a pound; eggs, 12 cents a dozen; 
dressed hogs, $6.50 to §7 per hun- 
dred; chickens, per pair, 30 to 40 
cents; hay, $7 to $13 a ton; straw, 

4.50 to $6 a ton.” 

‘ “Queer difference now,” soliloquized 
his thin friend, sitting on a keg. 

“Ain't there?” exclaimed Jones, 

icking up a Toronto paper. “Listen: 
Butter, 25 cents a pound; eggs, 26 
cents a dozen; dressed hogs, $9.75 to 
$10.25 per hundred; chickens, dressed, 
16 to 18 cents per pound, spring, 30 to 
35 cents; bay, $16 to $20 per ton, 
straw, $6 to $8 per ton loose, $13 to 
$14 per ton bundled.” 

“Jee-rusalem,” said the thin man, 
“It makes me sick to think of the good 
old times.” 

“I see they’re paying from 12 to 14 
cents a box for raspberries, from 16 
to 17 cents a box for thimble-berries; 
$1 to $1.25 for tomatoes and cucum- 
bers, and $6 a barrel for new pota- 
toes,” read Jones. “Do you remember 
when raspberries and thimble-berries 
grew so thick in the woods that the 
people in the villages could go out and 
pick all they wanted for nothing. Now 
the woods are gone, the villages are 
cities, and the berry-pickers are work- 
{ng all day in factories and paying us 
to grow their berries and vegetables 
for them.” 

“It’s odd,” said the other, “plumb 
odd.” e 

“There's reasons for it,” replied 
Farmer Jones, “many reasons. More 
people, more arms to work, more 
mouths to feed, growth of factories, 
development of trade, but there is one 
big reason—tariff.” 

“f don’t know what to think about 
that - critter,” sald the thin man. 
“Some yell things about him in my 
left ear and others yell different 
things in my right.” 

“Stop your ears and use your 
brains,” advised Jones. ‘Those old 
prices paid for our goods were the 
prices of the period before the Na- 
tional Policy, which all governments, 
Grit and Tory, have been wise enough 
to continue. Here’s my position. I 
judge the tariff by its results. I’m not 
workin’ as hard to-day as I was thirty 
years ago. 1 couldn't, I’m not 4&8 eco- 
nomical. I couldn't be. Yet, thirty 
years ago I was scratchin’ like a hen 
on a hot griddle to get three slim 
meals a day and a hard bed at night, 
and to pay the interest on a mortgage. 
Now I work about eight hours a day, 
own my land, have money in the bank, 
eat the best food, wear as good 
clothes as town people, go to the city 
when I like, and take an annual vaca- 
tion just like the preachers. I’ve a 
piano, and a spare driver. Two of my 
sons are at college, and my eldest 
daughter is studying music in one of 
the city conservatories. What's made 
the difference? Markets. In the old 
days we had none. Most of the peo- 
ple in the country were farmers, and 
we did not want one another's stuff. 
Britain was too far away when we had 
no fast liners and cold storage, and 
the United States shut their door in 
our faces. We had to sink or swim, 
and we splashed a bit, but we floated. 
When we got a tariff our towns and 
citles began to boom. Factories at- 
tracted laborers who had to have food 
and clothing. They had no time to 
grow their own vegetables or go to the 
woods to pick berries. In the old days 
we labored like Turks to grow stuff 
which spoiled on our hands. To-day 
we can’t raise enough. The cities and 
towns of Canada are cryin’ for our 
goods. The British Isles are roarin’ 
for our fruit, meat and dairy produce. 
Prices are being paid that would have 
lifted the hair off my old father’s head. 

“Wipe out the great manufacturing 
centres and where are we? Back to 
the good old days when our eggs sold 
at 12 cents a dozen. I suppose we 
might have a tariff fixed in Canada 
that would be entirely in favor of us 
farmers and would skin the city and 
town people out of their eye teeth. 
That looks to me like Nving high on 
the goose that lald the golden eggs. 
In a short time we'd have neither 
eggs nor goose.” 

“Nor down to feather our nests,” In- 
terrupted the thin man. 

“What we farmers want is a square 
deal,” went on the other. ‘This tariff 
of ours should be like a genial sun in 
the sky, givin’ light and heat to the 
whole country without scorchin’ any- 
one. I want a tariff which lets us all 
lve. Don’t I appear to be lMivin’? 
Look at my farm.” 

“Why are the farmers shoutin’ for 
tariff reductions and practically ask- 
Ing for free trade?” asked the thin 
man. “Why are these big deputa- 
tions of farmers going dow nto Ottawa 
acarin’ the government and opposti- 
tion, too?” 

Farmer Jones sat silent a moment 
before replying. 

“There are various kinds of Intoxica- 
tion,” he sald finally. “But they all 
have one thing in common. They 
make their victims aot foolish. The 
farmers of Canada at present are 
drunk with prosperity. They’re mak- 
in’ a rough house at Ottawa to show 
how strong they are. But when they 
begin to get the bills for broken glass 
and smashed furniture, when the mis- 
chief is done, !t will be the cold gray 
dawn of the morning after for them.”

The Brains of “ohn Bull's 
Junior Partner 


By ARTHUR HAWKES. 


There are all sorts of funny reading: 
abroad about the firm of John Bull 
Unlimited, and especially about the 
Old Fellow himself. He seldom takes 
a good look at himself, and until lately 
he hasn't cared a gramme what other 
people thought of him. 

John Bull has regarded himself as a 
good-natured soul who is taking care 
of a few bits of land scattered around 
the globe in the interests of civiliza- 
tlon generally—a sort of political 
philanthropist. The other fellows in 
the international field don't regard him 
in that light. They think he {sa grasp- 
ing old codger who, instead of being 


satisfied with control of nearly all the 
strategic strongholds of land and sea 
power, puts up an awful howl as soon 
as anybody else looks around for a 
second-rate coaling station, or a bit of 
rock from which his traders may 
saunter into a hitherto undiscovered 
market. 

What these people are most puzzled 
about is the way this old John Bull 
keeps the affections of his children, 
who have become his _ partners. 
“Why,” they say, “he used to declare 
that they would soon leave him, and 
here they are closer than ever to the 
Old Gentleman with the side whiskers 
and the pecullar pants.” 

Just so. The way the British Em- 
pire keeps together is a regular Chi- 
nese puzzle to all sorts of clever 
statesmen. They can’t make it out 
at Washington. Sometimes we can’t 
quite make it out ourselves—this 
loose, strong, splendid partnership that 
girdles the world and has none of the 
ordinary forces of Imperial compul- 
sion about it. The Dominion is one 
of the junior partners. 

“Junior Partner” hasn't a very cock- 
a-whoop sound. It is a bigger name 
than it looks. Mr. Sifton, in a mem- 
orable speech against Reciprocity in 
the House of Commons put the fact 
more picturesquely: “The Rising Hope 
of the British Empire.” You know 
firms with the junior partners become 
the Pillars of Reliance. The John 
Bull Unlimited is one of them. 

Canada is a miracle within the Em- 
pire, as the Empire is a miracle among 
the nations of the earth. The impos- 
sible has been achieved. They used 
to say that you could not allow an 
overseas Dominion of the Crown to 
have responsible government in ex- 
actly the same way as the United 
Kingdom. They said that a Colonial 
Governor should not be compelled to 
accept the advice of his Ministers 
when they had @ majority of the popu- 
lar House. But these things are done 
and the Imperial bond is closer and 
warmer than it has ever been. 

All this means that the obligation 
upon Canadian statesmanship Is more 
subtle and tremendous than it has ever 
been. We have established a Depart- 
ment of External Affairs to handle our 
peculiar three-cornered relationships, 
but this Department is not specially 
charged with the duty of keeping our 
internal population well informed 
about the niceties of our external re- 
lations. 

You cannot expect a farmer in the 
Saskatchewan valley to be well in- 
formed about the possibilities of trou 
ble that may lie within our connection 
with India, Australia and South Afri- 
ca. He is the great statesman who, 
knowing all the intricacies of state- 
craft, which he cannot publish, can 
guide the great body of public opinion 
aright on the big, underlying princi- 
ples which dominate national action. 

The brains of Canadian statesman- 
ship—I mean statesmanship; not the 
erection of a post-office here, of a 
bridge there, and the handing out of 
a job somewhere else—must be direct- 
ed to making clear the two-fold, funda- 
mefital basis of our national progress 
—the development of Canadian com- 
merce in Canadian channels, and the 
extending of the right idea of Cana- 
dian national prestige, in its relation 
to internationa] and _ inter-Imperial 
affairs. 

Here {s something to cling to—that 
the English-speaking peoples are the 
great potentiality in the modern 
world. They are broadly divided into 
the Empire and the Republic. In the 
re-adjustment of influence that is tak 
ing place within the Empire Canada 
{s rapidly advancing towards the first 
place. 

Canada has the advantage of being 
alongside of the’ United States. From 
being neglected by Downing Street 
and regarded by the United States as 
a& very poor relation to be acknow- 
ledged by a cup of cold water and a 
few kind words, she is regarded with 
almost jealous anxiety by the United 
Kingdgm and the United States. The 
remarkable spectacle has been seen 
of the President of the United States 
going up and down his country be- 
Beeching the people to make a deal 
with Canada which would secure com- 
mercial union with and give to the 
United States control of the wheat 
trade between Canada and Europe. 

The position of Canada between the 
United States and Great Britain is the 
position of the boy In the middle of! 
the see-saw who sends the parties at} 
the end of the plank up and down as 
he wills. : 

Canada was growing along splendid- 
ly from this point of view. The only 
transcontinental railway of America 
was Ours 48 a means of expanding our 
trade in our own way. The Govern- 
ment undertook a second transconti- 
nental, and is heavily alding a third. 

The brains of Canadian statesman- 
ship were required for the fulfilment, 
of the national policies, which were 
undertaken with so much care and 
foresight. We needed time to consoll- 
date our forces and to bring into, 
national sentiment the allens to our. 
genius. Instead we are invited to re- 
verse our method for one which the: 
shrewd, experienced leaders of the 
Republic are sure will deflect the life- 
blood of commerce into their arteries,’ 
and make our future commercially 
subsidiary to theirs, : 

They have warned us. It is time we 
warned ourgelves, !

TO THEIR MILLS 


President Taft Says the By-Products 
From Canadian Cereals Will Help 
the American Farmer 

With regard to importations of 
natural products from Canada Presi- 
dent Taft said in a recent speech: 
“The only real importation of agri- 
cultural products that we may expect 
from Canada of any _ considerable 


amount will consist of wheat, barley, 
rye and oats. The world price of these 
four cereals is fixed abroad, where the 
surplus from the producing countries 
is disposed of, and is little affected by 
the place from which the supply is 
derived. Canadian wheat nets per- 
haps ten cents less a bushel to the pro- 
‘ducer than wheat grown in the Dako- 
‘tas or in Minnesota, due to the fact 
‘that the cost of exporting that wheat 
‘and warchousing it and transporting 
Yt to Liverpool is considerably greater 
than the cost to the Dakota farmer of 
‘disposing of his wheat to the millers 
of Minneapolis or sending it abroad. 
jf, now, the duty is to be taken off 
‘wheat and the Canadian wheat can 
come to the millers of Minneapolis 
‘and other places, it can and will be 
imade into flour, because the capacity 
of the American mills js thirty-three 

er cent. greater than {is needed to 
mill the wheat of this country. Can- 
jadian wheat can be imported and 
ground into flour without materially 
reducing the demand for or price of 
fAmerican wheat, and the surplus will 
be sent abroad as flour. The price 
of Canadian wheat will doubtless be 
ncreased a few cents by access to 
he market nearer at hand, but the 
access to the market nearer at hand 
hvill not reduce the price of his wheat 
ho the American farmer. A very ma- 
terial benefit to all the farmers of the 
country, especially the stock and cattle 
aisers and the dairy farmers, will be 
he by-products of bran and_ shorts 
from the flour mills lHkely to follow 
the free export of wheat from Canada 
to those mills. These by-products are 
mow 60 scarce that many farmers are 
unable to procure them. What is true 
of wheat is true of the other cereals.” 


A DARING PROPOSAL 


Why Canada Should Reject the Ap- 
proaches from the United States 


In knocking down tariff walls and 
entering into the arena of competition 


‘on equal terms with the rest of the]. 


‘world, young Canada would be doing a 
very daring thing. With her own 
‘home market safeguarded, it is all 


very well for her to attempt to place 
her surplus products in competition 
with the products of European coun- 
tries, but when. as has been shown 
frequently before, she will have to 
fight to hold her own market, it will 
be a very different proposition. Al- 
ready a surprising amount of foreign 
produce is imported into the country 
despite existing tariff protection. 
With more of this coming in, the Can: 
adian farmer will find prices for 
domestic produce declining. There 
will not be the same profit in selling 
at home, nor can he make up for the 
loss in the foreign markets, for there 
he will be subjected to an even more 
severe competition. 

It will take some years for wages 
to adjust themselves to the new con- 
ditions, for the rate of wages in Can- 
ada depends more on the supply of 
laborers than on the cost of living. 
The farmers of the West will not find 
it any easier to get labor when prices 
drop than when they are high, and for 
a time at least they will have to pay 
prevailing prices for their help. This 
will leave them open to the competi- 
tion of the farmers of all these other 
agricultural countries where wages 
are much lower. 


HOW A TARIFF HELPS 


Instances of How Protection Worked 
to the Advantage of Labor 


In the eighties Gresson and other 
French kid leather manufacturers 
were sending to the United States 
$5,000,000 worth of shoe leather, charg- 
ing for it 60 cents per foot. A protec- 
tive duty of 20 per cent. was put on. 
Gresson kid did not go to 72 cents per 
foot. It dropped to 45 cents, and then 
to 40 cents, 35 cents and 30 cents. 
Thousands of men from France and 
elsewhere were put to work in the kid 
factories of the United States. Was 
Protection worth while? J. G. Cleg- 
horn, of England, manufactured lin- 
ings for coats and employeé in his 
factories 3,000 men and women. The 
United States put on a protective tar- 
{ff and the Cleghorn factories were 


shut up. Three thousand were given 
employment in United States shops, 
making coat linings. Mr. Cleghorn’s 
comment to a United States inquirer 
was: “You have the wise statesmen 
to keep your people employed.” Then 
there is the case of men's gloves. The 
largest English manufacturer of gloves 
lost 80 per cent. of his business with 
the United States when a duty was 
put on this item. What was the re- 
sult? Before the tariff was enacted 
these gloves sold for $1.25 a pair. 
Afterwards the price was $1 for the 
same glove. Pearl buttons were im- 
ported into the United States in im- 
mense quantities. <A protective tariff 
was put on and the banks of the Mis- 
sissipp! hummed with the industry of 
many pearl button factories. 

whole industry was transported to the 
United States and the shells which lay 
for generations valueless were turned 
into articles of commerce. And the 
price dropped below what it was be- 
fore the tariff was put on. Canada fs 
entering upon her industrial career, 
Such lessons as these from the United 
“tates arg illuminating. — ;

} The slogan doesn't really hit off the

,View of those who, like Bir Wilfrid 
-have decided that they want Free 
| Trade as it is in England. Sir Wil 
\frid’s speeches in the West last yea) 
‘frequently contained this doctrine 
If you are for unconditional free trade 
it is no use trying to make out you 
are for the National Policy. S80 yov 
musn’t talk about letting the farme) 
have his turn—as if he were not capa 
ble of taking care of himself. To have 
free trade as it is In England means 
that wages would have to come to the 
English level, and the power of wages 
to buy grain produce would be corres 
pondingly weakened. 

Half the controversy that troubles 
the world arises not because people 
give different answers to the same 
tluestion, but because they ask differ 
ent questions, and they approach pub 
Ne affairs from different points of 
view. In this Reciprocity business 
one man sees only a few schedules 
Another discerns a change in the 
temper of the national life, 

Many people tell us that the farme: 
thinks of nothing but price. I beljeve 
they are mistaken, important as the 
price is. I am very chary of talking 
to farmers about their relationship tc 
a& commercial-political question, be 
cause, having left the farm, I leave 
lecturing to farmers to those whe 
know nothing about farming except 
what they see in the papers and ob 
serve from train or automobile. The 
best I can do 1s to size up the situa 
tion as I believe I would if I were 
farming again, remembering the long 
‘days of toil, the short nights of rest, 
the aching Hmbs and hardened hands, 
that used to belong to one’s daily 
‘rustle with the earth. 

The farmer who takes wide interest 
In public questions is the man above 
all others who should be able to grasp 
.the great forces that originate and 
-govern political action, because he is 
‘detached from many petty things that 
‘afflict city people, and because hie 
‘closeness to nature helps him to dis 
cern the processes of national change 
and growth which are always behind 
political action. In politics—not the 
fussy little manoeuvreings between 
rivals for office that we sometimes 


dignify by the name—it {s dead true 
that whatsoever a country sows thal 
will it also reap. 

Another consideration that would in. 
fluence me, I think, a8 a farmer hav: 
ing to decide my attitude towards a 
vital national question would be the 
knowledge that most Ikely some, if 
not most, of my children would leave 
tne farm, and that I should be ambi 
tious for them to achieve the best pos. 
sible result in other walks of life, and 
I should remember that nearly all the 
best ser‘ices of the nation have been 
perforined by rubes who were raised 
on the farm. 

I would have a peculiar iuterest in 
the development and dignity of my; 
province and of my country, from aq 
patriotic point of view. I should know 
that in the building up of Canada the 
climactic factor has played a vita] 
part. Just as the far north of Canada 
is the backyard of the southern por: | 
tions of the Dominion, so, unless there 


‘has been something to check the flow’ * 


lof trade south across the boundary’ 
‘line, instead of there being big citiea' 
in Canada manufacturing for the far-.' 
mers, and buying his produce at good 
prices, our industrial centres, without 
which no country can be really pros: 
perous, would have been in the United; 
States. 


I should inquire how the United 
States had become such a great man.! 
ufacturing country, and should read 
carefully what Mr. James Wilson, the 
Scotsman who is Secretary of the' 
eee culture of the United States, hag! 
said: — 


The American farmer brought about! 
the building of the American factory! 
because he wanted a home market.| 
ape home market is the best to be! 
ound anywhere, because our peole live | 
well and ore all able to buy the best 
farm produce, that {s, all who are will.| 
ing to work. It may be said, without 
much exaggeration, that the American, 
farmer is responsible for the upbulld-: 
{ng of the factory, He has voted stead- 
fly for half a century to give protection 
to the extent of the difference In cost! 
of productton between this country and: 
any country that desires to sell in our 
markets. Was that right or wrong? 
Was it wise for the farmers to do that? 
Thore was no market at home. They 
wanted a market as near the factory 
as they could bring it. 


Having read that I would dig into 
the Dominion Government reports, 
which show that in 1909 prices re- 
ceived by the farmer had risen over 
those of the ten years before 1899, like 
this:— 

Grain and fodder, including thirteen 
selected standard commodities, 49.9 per 
cent. Cattle and cattle products, hogs 
and hog products, sheep and sheep pro- 
ducts, fowl and turkeys, 48.6 per cent. 
Dairy products, 33 per cent. 

And that the price of goods the 
farmer has to buy have not risen to an 
equal extent, as this list shows:—- 

Woollen. goods, 23.8 per cent.; cot- 
ton goods, 25 per cent.; boots and shoes, 
25 per eent.; metals and implements, 2.4 


per cent.; imported goods—decrenne, 
4 per cent. 


The staple lines, which represent 
over 90 per cent. of the farmer's ex- 


| penditure, have only increased 14.3 per 


cent., while the goods he yells have in- 
creased 35.7 per cent, .
